Captain Tanaka. 
In an interview 
with a Tribune representative on the 
train he had the following to say: 
"W hen the questiotn is asked of 
a Japanese boy, ‘Who 
is 
Roose­ 
velt,* there is not a boy who does not 
know him and also his history. 
He is 
one of the best known parties intro­ 
duced in the last engagem ent with 
Russia. 
The children are all fam iliar 
with his books as they are with many 
other American writers. 
“The English language is 
being 
used more in Japan every year. While 
General G rant was visiting Japan a 
few’ years ago he planted a small tree 
in the city of Tokio which has grown 
to be a large one now. and the gov­ 
ernm ent has erected a plate with the 
inscription of the planter and date, 
and it is thought a great deal of by 
every Jap in Tokio.” 
Iii reply to the question of what 
he thought of the United States in 
the way it appeared to him, Captain 
T anaka said: 
“ The country is very beautiful and 
we have been treated with the best 
courtesy everyw here we have been. 
Our guides have been more than will­ 
ing to answer all questions. 
During 
the war with Russia tho arm y at 
which I was at the head captured R 
E. Little, a war correspondent from 
the United States, who was with the 
Russian army. 
I became well ac­ 
quainted with him and expect to visit 
him while in Chicago. 
We will visit 
W ashington and Jam estow n before 
returning hom e.”

Many Dead and Injured in Texas 
Storm 
MOUNT PLEASANT, Texas, May 7. 
— The towns of Birthright and Ridge­ 
way. forty miles west of here, were 
practically destroyed by a tornado 
Monday. 
Details are coming slowly, 
as the wires have been prostrated. 
Nine identified dead have been found 
iii the two towns and it is reported 
that there are many dead in the out­ 
lying country.

A m eeting of the electrical con­ 
tractors of the city was held last ev­ 
ening with R. C. M artin, the new 
electrical inspector, who went into 
office yesterday. 
The meeting was 
called by Mr. M artin for the purpose 
of explaining to the contractors the 


I new ordinance under which they are 
to work. These meetings will be held 
often. 
Section 2 of the ordinance explains 
concisely the duties of the electrical 
inspector, as follows: 
“The electrical inspector in and for 
the city of La Crosse shall have gen­ 
eral supervision over, and he is here­ 
by authorized, empowered and di­ 
rected to regulate and determ ine the 
placing, stringing and attaching of 
all telegraph, telephone, electric light 
and power or other wires in said city, 
I so as to prevent fire or accident or 
j injury to persons or property or inter­ 
ference with the work of the fire 
departm ent in the use of ladders or 
other apparatus, and to cause such 
wires and all electrical appliances 
to be so placed, constructed and 
guarded as not to cause fires or ac­ 
cidents or endanger life or property 
or interfere with the work of the 
fire departm ent. 
W henever in the 
judgm ent of said electrical inspector 
any electric wires or appliances shall 
be defective by reason of im proper 
or insufficient insulation, or for any 
other cause, or when said wires shall 
in the judgm ent of the chief of the 
fire departm ent constitute an inter­ 
ference with the work of the fire de­ 
partm ent, the said electrical inspector 
shall at once notify ^aid owrner to re­ 
pair, re-arrange or remove the same; 
and upon said ow ner’s failure or re­ 
fusal so to do within a reasonable 
time the said owner shall be deemed 
guilty of a violation of said ordinance 
and each and every day which shall 
elapse after the expiration of said 
reasonable time until the order of 
said electrical Inspector is fully com­ 
plied with shall be considered a sep­ 
arate offense w ithin the intent and 
meaning of this ordinance.”
